A few weeks ago, I wrote a column titled, “Are there any gentle 
women left?” I printed a letter from a black male who said that most 
women, whom he has met, are insensitive, rude and disrespectful to the 
black male. He identified himself as “Mr. Lonesome” and said that he 
wanted a blackwoman who would hold him close to her ifhe felt the need 
to cry.
